Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
10 by the authority of the same, as follows :

1878, may be cited together as the Public Health (Ireland) Act.

any Provisional Order varied, amended, or enlarged in pursuance of 
this Act, and of any inquiry preliminary thereto, as sanctioned by 
the Local Government Board, whether in promoting or opposing 
the same, shall be deemed to be expenses properly incurred for 
25 purposes of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, by the sanitary 
authority interested in or affected by such Provisional Order, and 
such costs shall be paid accordingly ; and if thought expedient by 
the Local Government Board, the sanitary authority may contract 
a loan for the purpose of defraying such costs.
